Pane Averted by by Quiet Manner 
of the Manager 


TWO FIREMEN ARE. OVERCOME 


Audience Vacates Salem Amusement 
House In Good Order as Flames 
Burst Through Floor—Stubborn 
Fight In Business Section With 
Loss of $15,000 


A disastrous panic was averted dur- 
ing a $15,000 fire in the Manning 
block ‘at Salem, Mass., when 
James Mavrakos, manager of the 
Comique theatre, which is located on 
the street floor, qiietly requested that 
the several hundred patrons of the 
theatre leave the building. 

The composed bearing’ and the 
words of assurance of Mavrakos made 
it possible for the. entire gathering 
to leave the building in good order, 
the last person reaching the street 
just as the flames burst through the 
floor, 

The fire originated in the boiler 
room about 6:30, and before the ar- 
rival of the apparatus it had worked 
its way through wooden partitions to 
a bowling alley located in the base- 
ment of the building. Because of the 
construction of the building the blaze 
proved a most stubborn one and be- 
fore the “all out” signal was sounded, 
two firemen had been overcome by 
smoke, and companies from Salem, 
Beverly and Peabody ‘were throwing 
sixteen streams of water upon the 
building. 

The Manning building, which is ‘a 
four-story structure, is situated at 
47-53 Washington street, and is oc- 
cupied by a bowling® alley, theatre, 
leather and harness shop and offices... 
When the fire was first noticed word 
was immediately sent. to rian 
Mavrakos. 

Quickly mounting the stage, he told 
the audience that smoke was coming 
from a portion of the building and 
asked them to file out in an orderly 
manner and to receive their admis- 
sion tees at the door, Fully 700 per- 
sons were in the theatre at the time 
and all reached the street in safety. 

in the meantime the auto chemical 
arrived and Joseph Flynn, a member 
of the chemical crew, dashed into the 
burning building with a line of hose. 
While he was directing the liquid 
chemical upon the blaze in the bowl- 
ing alleys the lights were cut off and 
the room became filled with smoke. 
As he attempted to return to the 
street, his foot caught on an alley 
fixture and he fell to the floor. 

He managed to crawl to a hallway 
- above and there fell unconscious upon 
the floor, where he was later found by 
members of the fire department. 

George Spearell, the second fireman 
to seriously suffer, fell through a 
bulkhead to the basement of the build- 
ing, injuring his knee and back. Be- 
fore he could be rescued he was made 
unccnscious by the inhaling of smoke. 
Both men were treated by Dr. Wil- 
liam Noyes. They were revived and 
taken to their homes. 

The greater portion of the damage 
was confined to the basement and 
atreet floor of the building.

At a conference of union men here 
it was decided to take the matter 
over the head of James MacNaughton, 
gertral manager of the Calumet and 
Hecla, in the hope, they said, of 
further arousing public sentiment and 
forcing the mining companies to come 
to terms or at least to submit the 
differences between them and their 
employes to’a board of arbitration. 

‘In the event the mining companies 
involved in the strike refuse to treat 
ae their former employes or pay any 

tention to the request of the gov- 
ernor that they at least meet the rep- 
resenatives of the labor organiza- 
tions, the union men insisted that 
Governor Ferris call a special session 
of the legislature and advocate the 
passage of a tonnage tax. Veiled 
threats of using the recall were made 
in case the governor refuses to call 
a special session, if attempts to ag 
bitrate again fail.

NEW DRUG LAWS 


All Pharmacists In State Must Be 
Licensed by Board 

With the starting of the new year, 
the-Massachusetts board of pharmacy 
will enforce some new regulations for 
the protection of the public at large. 

An act passed at the last session of 
the legislature-and inserted in Chap- 
ter 706 makes it compulsory .for Pal 
registered druggist to be present in ‘a 
store Whenever a prescription or a 
drug of dangerous character is sold. 

Besides this, all drug stores must 
be licensed and have the license 
posted in the store, all drug stores 
are to be subject to inspection, and 
any violation of the new rules of the 
state board may subject the druggist, 
if convicted, to a fine not to exceed 
91000,

The law 
is very voluminous, and makes many 
changes in existing methods.. -Ando- 
ver is to be congratulated that many 
of the provisions designed to correct 
existing affairs have no application 
to this town because of excellent 
methods long maintained and be- 
cause the town has been always 
feady to improve conditions where 
‘change was necessary.

There are several different classes 
ot work, the wet washes, so-called, 
the finished work, the flat work, etc., 


and éach of these have to receive a 
different treatment. When the clothes 
come into the laundry they are sorted 
and marked, and then. sent to the 


wash-room. Here they are put in 
washing-machines, ‘which have two or 


‘three or even four pockets, so that 


several different lots may be washed 
at the same time. The machines are 
fitted with large perforated cylinders: 
in. which the clothes are washed, and 
Which turn with a triple reverse 
movement, so that there is no un- 
necessary twisting and wrenching 
connected with the washing. Black 
colored clothes are of course 
Washed ‘separately; the time of wash- 
ing varies according to the nature of 
the ‘articles, 

‘The wringing of the clothes, or the 
process that corresponds to that, is 
ai very interesting one. They are 


‘placed in a steel basket, also per- 


forated, which revolves very rapidly 
Within an outer shell, The suction 


‘dtaws the clothes to the side of the 
‘basket, thus pressing out practically 


all; the moisture, so that when they 


+f ‘they had be 


: : en passed through 
a wringer in a private laundry. 

At this point wet washes are ready 
for, delivery when the various parts 
of the wash have been assembled and 
checked up. _ For the finished pieces, 
the next step is drying, and this is 
accomplished by means of a new 
machine called.a rough dry. tumbler. 
Thijs machine is of the latest type, 
and makes the dried clothes much 
softer than the old method could do. 
The machine is a large wire cylinder 
which at first sight reminds one of a 
big squirrel cage, and in which. the 
pieces are revolved in the heat fur- 
nished by steam-pipes underneath, 

The work then goes upstairs where 
the starching, dampening and iron- 
ing takes place. Contrary to the gen- 
eral belief, the greater part of the 
ironing is not done by machinery, but 
bv hand, and as much care is exer- 
cised as, One would use in a private 
home, 

For some of the heavier pieces 
large ‘gas irons are used, while what 
i: known as the flat work machine is 
devoted to large straight pieces such 
a’ tablecloths, sheets, etc. This is so 
skilfully adjusted that the finest 
linens may be thus laundered without 
injury of any kind,

The New Year 
pee Et: 

Merchants at this time ‘take stock 
and balance up their books for’ the 
year. It is good -for-all of us to take 
stock of ourselves and try to do bet- 
ter for the future and have a’ bigger 
balance on our credit side. Envy, 
malice, and thinking evil of other 
people should never have an entry 
on our ledger. The past year is 
gone and however many regrets we 
may have about what we have done 
or failed to do it cannot mend mat- 
ters so far as 1913 is concerned, but 
we can obviate many of these mis- 
takes in 1914 if we want a better 
balance at the end of the year. 

We can recollect things that 
happened fifty years ago and are apt 
to forget the occurrences of last year. 
Many of our old soldiers can recall 
incidents of our Civil. war and could 
not. tell so readily what happened 
last week. The writing of this word 
“happened” puts me in mind of'a 
little talk we had at one of our inch 
meetings from Professor Harris, 
when he was connected with. the 
Seminary in Andover. The subject 
was “that everything should be done 
decently and in order.” Prof. Harris 
said that our Congregational churches 
had much to learn as to having every- 
thing done decently and in order. 
When you went to worship in any 
of our churches you did not know 
what was to happen, as it might be 
a solo or a cantata by the choir, or 
congrégational singing. You did not 
know whether you were to get a long 
prayer or a short prayer, a long ser- 
mon or a short -sermon, and that 
often the mixing of things put him 
in mind of menues and mottoes hung 
up in a Boston restaurant. One 
place he knew had the following four 
cards: “Live broiled lobster,” “Pork 
sausages,” “Ice cream,” then just be- 
low: these. cards “Prepare to meet 
thy God,”—rather an incongruous 
mixture, just the kind of thing we 
had in many-of our churches, If you 
went to worship at an Episcopalian 
church you were sure what was to 
happen. The prayers re printed 
epeat that 
prayer, “For, us miserable sinners,’ 
Then the sermon was just the right 
length and everything was done de- 
cently and in order. If the genial 
professor gets ‘the Townsman 1 may 
remind him that it was in the old 
Free kirk that he told us about what 
was sure to happen and what was not 
sure to happen. 

The ushering in of the New Year 
by singing in church “Onward, Chris- 
tian Soldiers” chiefly by the "Metho- 
dists who keep what they call watch- 
night services, and the rowdy, 


Rhubarb Cellar vo pees aler tena | 


Last February, a man down east 
ate a Sunday dinner livened up with, 
rhubarb fresh from a box in_ his 
cellar. 

This year I note that the Kansas 
Department of Agriculture advises 
its culture. A furnace cellar that 
can have a corner curtained off does 
the’ work, Temperature 50 to 80 
degrees. Quality, with a slower 
growth, best in the lower heat. Very 
little ventilation needed; three inches 
of good garden loam in the corner 
on the floor; then take the frozen 
roots (must have a good freeze so 
take up’ after the ground freezes); 
take the root and trim a little, keep- 
ing all the earth possible on it. Set 
them all close together, and fill in 
with loam. Ten roots are plenty for 
the average family if not for mar- 
ket. Cover only the root crown. 
When needed, add tepid water for 
slight moisture. Six weeks gives a 
stem of good color, 12 to 14 inches 
high. Pull with care lest you up- 
root the plant. In the same bed, if 
a little space is left you can grow 
dandelion and other greens that ‘have 
small roots; sorrel is one herb of 
value as a relish in soups and of 
medicinal value in diet. 

Rev. Charles Smith had a way of 
packing celery in sand in his furnace 
cellar, when it was at its best and 
lower in price, ‘and of bringing it 
out to treat his guests, when the 
market was not well supplied. May- 
be some of the Grange men can tell 
us how it can be done in a small 
furnace cellar. Reduce the cost of 
living by not wasting a bit of heat, 
and adding to your daily diet such 
wholesome greens as can be raised 
with little expense, leaving the rich 
to spend freely for canned stuff and 
drugs to cure the resulting disturb- 
ances of normal digestion. - Canned 
foods have their place, so does the 
humble weed we call sauce. Hens 
would like a barn cellar garden of 
their favorite nibble. If you ever 
visit a bear cage take along a few 
rhubarb stalks, if you wish to see 
delight. C. H. A, 


Birds and Christmas Trees 


A good deal is written about us- 
ing Christmas Trees after they have 
been unloaded, for a shelter for birds 
during winter storms. One arty 
sets up her tree in the porch and 
hangs feed-boxes from the ceiling, 
so cats can’t get at the food. Suet 
on hooks and fat-meat and bones are 
eaten by all birds except the snow- 
birds. They like nutmeats, corn- 
bread, cracker crumbs, and _ seeds. 
Some fasten sheaves of corn, wheat, 
oats and barley on-poles on the lawn, 
so the birds can be watched. Half 
cocoanut shells hung on the veranda 
will hold plants in summer and fat 
meat in winter.. Watch the cat! 

From ‘another paper, comes the 
advice as to using the Christmas 
trees, and if you have none, take any 
tree and ‘fasten branches, etc., on it. 
Cages of wite will hold the meat- 
scraps,. Fasten on boxes. without 
front, placed back to. the regular 
witids, and in them put hemp, buck- 
wheat, sunflower seeds, rolled oats, 
cracked corn, nuts. They, fike 
doughnuts the boys would think a

boisterous way in which many young 

people in Scotland usher in the New 

Year are the two extremes of bring- 

ing in the New Year and bidding 

adieu to the old year. This ancient 
barbarous custom of going from 
house to house ‘with a quart of whis- 
key in one’s pocket and giving what 
they call the first foot visit on New 

Year’s morning is not yet extinct-in 

Scotland, but is nevertheless dying 

out. The French custom of visiting 

from house to house on New Year's 
day and drinking a glass of wine and 
wishing each other a happy New 

Year is common in New York today. 

As the wine is not so strong as 

whiskey “it does not make this old 

French habit so disastrous as the 

early morning Scotch custom. 

The German court holds receptions 
and formal court dress functions on 
New Year’s day. The Russians, 
whose New Year’s day is fourteen 
days later than ours, have many cere- 
monies on their New Year’s day, and 
the Russian peasant has black col- 
ored rye bread and goats milk cheese 
with Kirsh (Russian whiskey) ga- 
lore. 

The New Year is a time to think 
on the vacant chairs at many fire- 
sides since the old year began, and 
the Scotch poet’s fine lines are real- 
ized when he says— 

“Life is but a day at most, 

Born in night, in darkness lost.” 
scriptures again and again 
speak of the shortness and uncer- 
tainty. of human life, and even when 
three score and ten or four score 
are reached, it just seems like a “tale 
that has been told”. 

“Three score and ten years do sum up 
Our days and years we see; 

Or if by reason of more strength, 
In some four score they be.” 

“Yet doth the strength of such sl 

men 

But ‘grief and labor prove; 

For they are soon cut off, and we 
Fly hence and soon remove.” 
Another psalm has a beautiful re- 

ference to nature as we see it in the 

fields every day. 

“Our days are_as the grass, 

Or like the morning flowers: 

If one sharp blast sweeps o’er the 

plain 

It withers: in an hour,” 

There is a beautiful stanza in the 
old ballad of Chevy Chase with which 
I close this New Year’s musing.

will be a place to shelter in a bad 
storm and a band of tin around the 
trunk keeps off the‘ cat. 

When the ground is all snow, 
fasten down sacks and scatter feed 
on them. A barrel with a top, under 
a tall evergreen, makes a good table 
for shy binds. They like milk curds 
sweet or sour, just like: their hen 
friends. Make pies of the English 
sparrows, as they do at harvest time 
in old England, when they are fat, 
or broth for children with weak di- 
gestion (fact that wild meat does 
it). Head off the red squirrels for 
broth also and thus help all the 
birds, who will pay you back hunt- 
ing caterpillars next spring. A boy 
can hunt sparrows and red squirrels, 
and if a market could be found for 
these little pests, we should soon 
have more birds stay over. I am 
not advising sparrow or squirrel 
broth as a diet for babes, but they 
must have some marketable ‘value 
and a bright brain will .solve this 
problem yet; also, what use to make 
of the moths as we have done of 
grasshoppers, that are an ideal food 
for turkeys.

The method of handling shirts and | 


collars in this department is espe- 
cially interesting. It is éstimated 
that every collar that goes throigh 
the laundry is handled twenty times 
before it is finally finished, a fact 
that is almost incredible’ when one 
considers that the price asked for a 
collar is two cents. But so carefully 
is the work planned and so rapid and 
efficient are the various machines 
used, that in some parts of the process 
500 collars are disposed of in an hour, 
and it is this fact that makes possible 
the low price, together with a. profit 
for the business, , He 

After the collars are starched, each 
one is carefully straightened out so 
that no wrinkles remain, and hung on 
a hook on an endless chain. It then 
passes into a dry-house and when it 
comes out a few minutes later, it is 
automatically dropped. off into a bas- 
ket, all dry and ntoperly stiffened. 
Tt then passes through a dampening 
machine, preparatory to ironing. 
This latter is also done by a machin 
which has a. capacity of five to six 
hundred collars an hour and which 
leaves them well ironed, but perfectly 
flat. They are then put through a 
machine which dampens both sides 
of the collar, which is then turned 
and shaped. - : 4 

As for the ‘shirts, the neckband, 
cuffs and yoks are ironed, or rather 
piessed on machines, made for this 
Particular work... To iron the bosom, 
the shirt goes to another machine 
where it is placed on a padded base, 
with neck and lower part securely 
fastened so that the bosom lies 
smooth and flat, A metal strip is 
placed over the buttons, and. the 
whole swung under a steam-heated 
chest. When in position it is raised 
by hydraulic pressure to the chest, 
andthe bands confining the shirt are 
automatically released, so that there 
is no strain or chance of tearing. 
While the first shirt is being ironed, 
another is placed by the operator on 
a similar pad on the other end. which 
in turn takes its place under the 
chest. The remainder of the -shirt 
is ironed by hand. 

All of the machinery is run by 
steam and to perfect this part of the 
equipment, Mr, Gibson has installed 
a new boiler and connections within 
the past year. The water supply has 
also been greatly increased, so that 
every facility this respect is 
assured, 

One very noticeable feature con- 
nected with the laundry than can 
handly escape the attention of the 
visitor is the fine supply of light and 
air together with the cleanliness 
which marks every part of the plant. 
These contribute largely to the put- 
ting out of high grade work. 

_ As to the capacity of the plant, it 
is difficult to give definite figures re- 
garding the size of the output, so 
great is the diversity in the work.

Last Monday evening the 
rence Choral society opened its con- 
certs for the fifth season and ren- 
dered Handel’s “Messiah” in the 
Lawrence Opera House to a good- 
sized and very appreciative audience. 
Ir was the third performance of the 
“Messiah” by the Lawrence society, 
and the members .of the chorus 
showed a familiarity with the music 
which made the singing very enjoy- 
able. Especially was this true of the 
men’s section, the personnel of 
which changes much less than the 
women’s, thus enabling the former 
to carry off the honors, It is a pity 
that every season sees so Many 
changes oa | the sopranos , and 
altos, as only by constantly singing 
together can a chorus hope to reach 
the highest degree of efficiency, 
This does not mean that the work of 
the chorus Monday was not of a 
high standard{ on the con , the 
singing was as good as any the so- 
ciety has done, and the choruses 
were rendered with precision. and 
careful attention to expression, a re- 
sult obtained only by the thorough 
drill and interpretation of the con- 
ductor, E. G. Hood, who fortunately 
is not tied down by tradition or sen- 
timent. In his interpretation of the 
“Messiah” Mr. Hood has broken 
away from both of these fetters and 
although at times his tempo may ap- 
pear fast, yet there is always life 
when ‘necessary, as in “For unto us” 
and “His yoke is easy,” and majesty 
in the heavier numbers, “Worthy is 
the Lamb” and the “Hallelujah” 
which he always places as a fitting 
finale. The chorus did notable’ work 
in these numbers as also in “Surely 
He hath borne our grief,” which, 
with “Let us break” were sung! for 
the first time at the request of the 
committee, The work of the chorus 
was a credit to the society and to 
Lawrence and vicinity. oe 
The soloists were equally godd. 
Mme. Calvert was unable to sing, but 
Mrs. Robert Lister, who was se- 
cured at the last moment to take her 
piace, was more than a_ substitute. 
She captivated her .listeners at ‘once 
and the Lawrence society has had 
mo sweeter soprano in any of its 
concerts. “Rejoice Greatly” and “I 
know that my Redeemer liveth” were 
greatly appreciated. Miss Griggs, 
contralto, well known here ‘in Ando- 
ver where she has sung. several 
times, probably never sang better:

Burton Holmes’ Topics of Today - 


The topics which Burton Holmes 
has chosen for his annual series of 
Travelogues soon to begin here, are 
a direct appeal to the American citi- 
zen to come and learn of American 
achievement by American men and 
women in a faraway corner of the 
world — the Philippines. Mr. Holmes 
was encouraged to make his spring 
and stmmer journeyings turn toward 
the Far East, by the interest mani- 
fested in his last season’s travelogue 
on the Panama Canal. He has re- 
turned with the deeply rooted con- 
viction that in his coming three lec- 
tures devoted to what he saw in the 
Philippines, he will give his patrons 
more cause to be proud of Uncle Sam 
and his army of conscientiOus work- 
ers in distant lands, than they ever 
were before. Having been in the 
Philippines in 1899 he is well quali- 
fied to compare those days of chaos 
with the present days of progress. 
Then Manila was mongrel-Spanish in 
its architecture, its lack of sanitation, 
its squalor and its manner; today it is 
the model city of the East; trolley cars 
run on broad boulevards where for- 
merly carabao carts wallowed through 
mud, hub deep. Then, trails wound 
through the mountain fastnessess, 
which are now opened to settlers and 
to commerce by railroads and motor- 
travelled. government highroads. 
Then, death at the hands of some 
head-hunting savage lurked behind 
each rock and thicket. Today, there 
are few places in the islands less 
safe than Broadway. Altogether, Mr. 
Holmes has a wonderful story to tell 
of what has been done and about the 
men and women who have done it,—». 
our American men and women, i 
this far away land. As_ bearing on 
the. case strongly, he will also tell 
of what he saw in Republican China 
and in Korea, where Japan is also 
trying her hand at playing foster- 
mother,— the entire series being an 
interesting comparative study in yel- 
low, brown and white.
